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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
instantly claimed method for managing the operation of an apparatus for the 
reaction of gas phase oxidation while the apparatus is in trouble is neither 
disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Miller et al (JP 
2001-1 14706 05-2001). Upon further reconsideration, the Examiner finds that 
Miller neither discloses nor fairly suggests the instantly claimed method for 
the emergency management of a gas phase oxidation. Miller teaches the use 
of his apparatus for the stable maintenance of a gas phase oxidation process 
but does not indicate its use in termination of the process and therefore sets 
forth no criteria for the termination of the process. The instantly claimed 
process is therefore patentable over Miller, the closest prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
